The rejection by the Soviet government 
of a truce proposal by Premier Lloyd George and Premier 
Millerand has made it necessary that whatever action this 
government takes must not be delayed many hours. 


HITIIE, ENGLAND.—Resuming their conference at 10 a. 


m. today Premier Lloyd George and Premier Millerand took up 
preparation of plans for military and naval action against Russia 
submitted by Marshal Foch, Field Marshal Wilson and Ad- 
Miral Bacon. They worked on them until shortly before dawn. 
It was announced that Lloyd George has called a meeting of the 
Lritish cabinet for 6 p. m. to lay plans before his ministry. The 
French delegates will leave Hithe this afternoon. 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of State Colby announced to- 


day that the United States government had sent no note to the 
Allies with regard to the 
Russian-Poland situation. 
Colby 


\vould not state whether any note was about to be sent or what 
action will be taken. 
He also announced that the special note 


reported to have been sent by the Polish government at Warsaw 
to the State Department had not been received. 


Military men said that Russia is determined to take War- 


saw and then dictate the peace of Poland. President Wilson is 
understood to be determined that Poland must not be eleminat- 
rd by the Bolsheviski. It is oelieved that President Wilson and 
Secretary olby hav already tentatively agreed on some action. 
The State Department was believed to have been awaiting the 
result of the Hithe conference of Premier Lloyd George of 
Great Britain and Premier Millerand of France.
